LiOCATIOJM   OF   THE    SCHOOli. 

The  Normal  Building  is  situated  a  few  rods  from  a  mountain 
stream,  near  the  center  of  a  campus  of  eight  acres.  The  campus  is 
ornamented  with  a  magnificent  growth  of  trees  and  flowers,  equaled 
by  only  a  few  of  the  vast  properties  owned  by  the  State. 

The  building  is  a  fine  modern  structure  of  twenty-eight  rooms, 
finished  in  white  cedar,  and  equipped  with  chemical,  physical,  and 
biological  laboratories,  libraries,  apparatus  and  materials  for  thor- 
ough and  efficient  work  in  all  departments. 

The  churches  and  young  people's  religious  societies  of  Chico  give 
a  hearty  welcome  to  all  students  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  of 
their  privileges  and  benefits.  A  young  men's  reading-room  and 
gymnasium,  recently  organized  and  well  equipped,  is  one  of  the 
local  advantages. 

EXPENSES. 

Board  and  lodging,  in  approved  private  families,  will  average  about 
sixteen  dollars  per  month.  Suites  of  well-furnished  rooms  in  approved 
private  families  may  be  rented  at  very  low  rates,  so  that  pupils  by 
clubbing  together  and  keeping  house  may  keep  their  expenses  as 
low  as  eight  dollars  per  month. 

Tuition  is  free.  The  free  use  of  all  text-books  in  the  library  is 
granted  to  all  pupils.  A  small  charge  is  made  for  materials,  such  as 
paper,  chemicals,  etc.,  in  drawing,  sloyd,  and  laboratory  work;  but 
in  the  aggregate  it  should  not  exceed  five  dollars  for  the  entire  four 
years'  course. 

STUDENT   EfiTE^PI^ISES. 

The  "Normal  Record"  is  a  monthly  journal  managed  by  the 
students.  Its  contents  are  largely  contributed  by  the  students,  and 
its  business  management  rests  in  their  hands,  so  that  it  offers  excel- 
lent opportunities  for  training  in  journalism  and  the  conduct  of 
business.  In  addition  to  this,  it  aims  to  serve  its  readers  with  read- 
ing matter  of  value,  and  to  be  a  medium  of  thought-exchange  between 
students,  alumni,  and  faculty. 
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There  are  a  Young  Men's  and  a  Young  Women's  Normal  De- 
bating Society,  which  are  doing  very  active  and  efficient  work  in 
the  practical  training  of  their  members  for  public  speaking.  During 
the  spring  of  1900,  a  series  of  medal-contests  were  held,  which  greatly 
stimulated  the  growth  and  interest  in  the  work  of  these  societies. 
These  will  probably  be  continued  in  the  future. 

During  the  past  year  (1899-1900)  the  young  men  have  manifested 
an  active  and  wholesome  interest  in  athletics,  a  majority  of  them 
having  enjoyed  the  excellent  training  afforded  by  football  and  base- 
ball. Their  first  teams  were  remarkably  successful  throughout  the 
year.  The  ladies  are  provided  with  opportunities  for  basket-ball ; 
and  to  both  sexes  are  open  the  advantages  of  good  tennis  courts. 

Finally,  the  students  maintain  two  religious  organizations  —  the 
Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  and  the  Young  People's 
Christian  Temperance  Union.  The  character  of  the  school  is  in 
part  sustained  by  the  spirit  of  these  associations. 

DEJVrRJSiD   FOR    TEACHERS. 

The  demand  for  trained  teachers  is  growing  constantly.  While  a 
large  percentage  of  those  who  obtain  certificates  upon  examination 
remain  unemployed,  the  graduates  of  the  Normal  Schools  seldom 
fail  to  secure  good  positions  and  their  work  is  coming  to  be  recog- 
nized more  and  more  as  greatly  superior  to  that  of  the  untrained 
teachers  with  the  same  native  ability.  Graduates  of  the  State  Nor- 
mal School  of  Chico  are  now  employed  in  over  forty  counties  of 
California  and  in  a  large  number  of  its  larger  cities. 

RIGHTS    OF    GRADUATES. 

Under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  the  recent  decision  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  State  of  California,  all  County  and  City  Superin- 
tendents, and  County  and  City  Boards  of  Education,  must  recognize 
the  diplomas  of  the  State  Normal  Schools,  and  issue  certificates 
thereon,  which  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  teach  in  any 
primary  or  grammar  school. 
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CO^DlTIO^S    OF    ADjVUSSIOfi    FLH& 
G^flDURTIOfL 


For  admission  to  the  Normal  School  the  applicant  must  possess 
the  following  qualifications  : 

i.  The  applicant  must  be  sixteen  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, and  of  good  physical  health. 

2.  To  be  admitted  without  examination  the  applicant  must  hold 
either  (a)  a  valid  teacher's  certificate  of  any  grade  from  any  county 
or  city  of  California  ;  (d)  a  diploma  of  graduation  from  a  California 
high  school;  or  (c)  a  diploma  from  the  ninth  grade  of  the  public 
schools  of  California. 

3.  Applicants  who  are  not  holders  of  any  of  the  documents  enum- 
erated under  paragraph  2,  but  who  meet  the  requirements  of  para- 
graph 1,  may  be  admitted  upon  passing  a  creditable  examination  in 
the  following  subjects  :  Arithmetic,  English,  Geography,  United 
States  History,  Reading,  Spelling,  and  Penmanship. 

4.  Applicants  who  are  holders  of  either  High  School  certificates 
or  first  grade  teachers'  certificates  granted  in  other  States  than  Cali- 
fornia may  be  admitted  without  examination  at  the  discretion  of 
the  faculty. 

5.  Holders  of  grammar  grade  teachers'  certificates,  who  have  had 
several  years'  experience  in  teaching,  may  be  admitted  to  a  shorter 
course,  at  the  discretion  of  the  faculty. 

6.  Graduates  from  secondary  schools  that  have  been  accredited  by 
the  University  of  California  will  be  admitted  to  the  two-year  course, 
and  given  credit  for  the  branches  in  which  they  are  recommended  by 
their  Principals,  provided  such  branches  have  been  accredited  by 
the  University. 

7.  Applications  for  advanced  standing  will  be  granted  only  at  the 
discretion  of  the  faculty  upon  approved  credentials  or  examination. 

8.  All  applicants  for  admission  must  sign  the  following  declara- 
tion :  "  I  hereby  declare  that  my  purpose  in  seeking  admission  to 
the  State  Normal  School  at  Chico  is  to  fit  myself  for  teaching,  and 
that  I  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  California." 

9.  Only  those  who  have  been  resident  students  at  least  one  year 
will  be  graduated,  no  matter  what  their  previous  preparation  may 
have  been.

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THE   MUSEUM. 


In  addition  to  its  functions  as  a  repository  for  scientific  and  his- 
torical collections,  the  Museum  at  this  Normal  School  is  both  a 
laboratory  and  a  workshop.  It  is  the  place  in  which  a  large  share 
of  the  microscopic  work,  dissecting,  science  reading,  study,  and 
recitations  are  carried  on.  The  room  is  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
long  and  seventy-five  feet  wide.  It  contains  six  alcoves  nearly  thirty 
feet  square,  and  a  corridor  between  the  cases,  eighty  feet  by  fifteen 
feet,  for  dissecting  tables.  The  alcoves  are  used  for  recitation  rooms, 
workshops,  offices,  library,  and  study  tables. 

The  Museum  is  lighted  by  eight  skylights  and  six  triple  windows. 
It  contains  ten  large  cases  for  mammals  and  birds,  four  mineral 
cases,  and  an  herbarium.  It  is  admirably  lighted,  fitted  up,  and- 
equipped  for  biological  work.  In  addition  to  its  apparatus  for  the 
scientific  laboratory,  it  possesses  a  great  many  tools  and  machines, 
by  means  of  which  students  may  learn  to  prepare  their  own  appa- 
ratus. One  room  has  been  especially  fitted  up  for  projection-work, 
photo-microscopy,  and  photo-micrography. 

The  Museum  already  contains  a  large  number  of  valuable  speci- 
mens in  all  lines  of  science,  a  large  share  of  which  were  mounted  by 
students.  During  the  past  year  it  has  received,  among  other  things, 
six  frames  of  postage  stamps,  comprising  a  most  valuable  collection 
of  six  hundred  rare  stamps,  presented  by  Mr.  Wallace  Bartlett,  of 
Igerna,  Siskiyou  County,  whose  sister,  Isabelle,  was,  at  the  time  of 
her  death,  a  student  of  the  institution.  Another  gift  deserving 
special  notice  is  that  of  a  diamond  in  the  rough  from  R.  Maybem, 
of  Chico,  California. 


THE   LilB^ARY 


The  Library  consists  of  over  8,900  volumes  selected,  classified,  and 
arranged  for  the  convenience  of  the  work  in  the  various  departments. 
Free  access  to  the  shelves  is  allowed,  with  the  object  in  view  of 
encouraging  students  to  become  familiar  with  books  and  methods  of 
library  investigation. 
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lilB^flf?Y    I^ULtES. 

I.  The  library  is  open  from  8:00  a.  m.  until  5:00  P.M.,  including 
the  noon  hour,  so  as  to  afford  students  ample  opportunity  for  refer- 
ence reading. 

II.  No  communication  is  permitted  in  the  reading-room  during 
study  hours,  except  on  matters  of  urgent  and  immediate  business. 

III.  Any  student  in  the  school  is  permitted  to  draw  books,  subject 
to  the  following  regulations  : 

1.  Books  can  not  be  taken  away  without  permission. 

2.  In  drawing  books,  each  person  writes  his  or  her  name,  the  date, 
and  the  number  of  the  book,  on  a  green  slip  of  paper.  In  returning 
books,  the  same  data  are  written  on  red  slips  of  paper. 

3.  Bach  student  may  draw  more  than  one  book  at  a  time,  provided 
each  book  relates  to  a  different  subject. 

4.  Current  periodicals  and  special  reference  books  go  out  over 
night  only,  and  must  be  returned  to  the  Library  by  eight  o'clock  the 
following  morning.  Other  books  go  out  for  one  week.  Books  of 
fiction  go  out  for  two  weeks.  Books  not  in  demand  may  be  renewed 
for  one  week. 

5.  The  student  who  draws  the  book  is  held  responsible  for  its  safe 
and  prompt  return.

The  special  conditions  for  admission  to  the  Kindergarten  Course 
are  :  (a)  Graduation  from  an  accredited  High  School,  or  its  equiva- 
lent ;  (&)  Completion  of  the  first  two  years  of  the  regular  Four-Year 
Course  of  the  Normal  School ;  (c)  The  passing  of  an  examination, 
which  shall  test  the  applicant  in  the  equivalents  of  either  of  the 
foregoing  ;  (d)  Ability  to  play  the  piano  and  to  sing  sufficiently  for 
the  purposes  of  a  good  kindergartner,  at  least  before  graduation. 

A  special  course  of  one  year,  adapted  in  each  case  to  the  needs  of 
the  individual,  will  be  offered  graduates  of  the  Four-  and  Two- Year 
Courses.  In  any  case  the  preparation  of  the  applicant  will  shape  his 
course  in  part,  so  that  the  work  outlined  above  may  be  subject  to 
changes,  especially  in  English,  Science,  and  Art. 
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POST  GRADUATE  WORK- 


The  library,  apparatus,  and  faculty  of  the  school  will  be  at  the 
service  of  those  graduates  of  the  school,  or  of  others  who  are  teach- 
ers in  the  State,  who  wish  to  do  special  graduate  work,  in  so  far  as 
such  work  does  not  conflict  with  the  regular  conduct  of  the  school.  It 
very  often  happens  that  many  who  teach  for  a  part  of  the  year  find 
themselves  free  for  further  study  and  could  do  work  in  the  labora- 
tories or  reading  in  the  library  while  the  school  is  still  in  session. 
This  special  work,  either  in  the  laboratories  or  in  the  library,  can  be 
planned  and  directed  by  members  of  the  faculty  in  such  a  way  as  to 
be  of  great  benefit  to  those  who  wish  to  undertake  it.  Such  work 
will  be  arranged,  when  desired,  for  the  purpose  of  further  and  better 
preparation  for  entrance  to  a  university.  Graduates  are  invited  to 
correspond  with  members  of  the  faculty  whenever  they  find  them- 
selves in  need  of  such  information  or  assistance  as  the  faculty  can 
give.

HISTORY   OF    EDUCATION. 

Fourth  Term:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

A  survey  of  the  leading  movements  and  thinkers  in  education,  for 
the  purpose  of  tracing  the  development  of  educational  systems, 
principles,  and  problems,  especially  those  that  have  helped  to  shape 
modern  educational  thought  and  practice. 

PSYCHOliOGV. 

Sixth  Term:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 
Descriptive  and  Physiological  Psychology. 

CHlliD    STUDY. 

Seventh  Term:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week.

PHILOSOPHY   OF   EDUCATION. 

Eighth  Terin:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Lectures  on  the  function  of  education  from  the  historical  and 
biological  points  of  view.  Seminary  on  special  problems  in  edu- 
cation. Study  of  types  of  ethical  theory  in  their  relation  to  educa- 
tional systems. 

TEACHING- 

Eighth  Term:  20  weeks,  daily,  three  periods. 

In  addition  to  observation  in  the  Training  School  earlier  in  the 
course,  students  must  teach  in  the  Training  School  half  a  day 
throughout  this  term,  engaging,  so  far  as  possible,  in  all  of  the 
activities  contingent  upon  good  school-keeping.  A  Training  School 
Seminary  will  be  held  once  a  week  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
both  the  practical  problems  which  concern  the  work  of  the  Training 
School  and  special  practice  lessons. 

KINDERGARTEN. 

(Subjects  not  described  in  other  courses.) 

First  Term:  20  weeks,  twice  a  week. 

Observation  of  children  in  the  kindergarten  and  contact  with  chil- 
dren in  plays  and  occupations. 

Second  Term:  20  weeks,  4  times  per  week. 

Mother  Play,  Gifts,  Occupations,  Program,  and  Games. 
Third  Term:  20  weeks,  4  times  per  week. 

Kindergarten  Theory,  Mother  Play,  Education  of  Man,  Symbolic 
Education,  Gifts,  Program,  and  adaptation  of  stories  to  Kindergarten 
use.

English  History.  The  period  before  the  Norman  Conquest  will  be 
treated  briefly,  the  chief  study  being  devoted  to  mediaeval  and  mod- 
ern England.  Designed  to  set  forth  the  growth  of  the  English  nation 
and  people  and  the  development  of  the  idea  of  self-government  and 
to  prepare  for  a  more  thorough  understanding  of  American  develop- 
ment and  institutions.

The  course  covers  the  growth  of  local 
institutions,  the  township  and  county  of  New  England,  the  parish 
and  county  of  the  South,  and  the  government  of  cities,  of  states, 
including  the  constitution  and  school  law  of  California,  and  of  the 
United  States.  Text:  Fisk's  Civil  Government,  and  library 
references. 

Seventh  Term:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Economics,  American  Colonial  History,  and  Methods.  During  the 
first  ten  weeks  two  periods  per  week  given  to  such  elementary  princi- 
ples of  economics  as  are  met  in  practical,  everyday  life.  A  continua- 
tion of  the  work  begun  in  civics  and  in  preparation  for  United  States 
history.  The  remaining  time  is  devoted  to  methods  in  teaching 
history.  During  the  last  ten  weeks  American  history  is  begun, 
covering  the  colonial  and  revolutionary  periods.  Library  references 
and  informal  lectures. 

Eighth  Term:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

United  States  History.  Continuation  of  the  work  begun  in  previ- 
ous term,  covering  the  national  period  down  to  the  present  time.

The  study  of  those  type-forms  of  animal  life  common  especially 
to  California,  as  to  structure  and  physiology,  with  an  outline  of 
classification.  Dissection,  use  of  microscope,  and  preparation  and 
preservation  of  specimens.     Library  references.

Fifth  Term:  20  weeks,  8  hours  per  week,  including  laboratory  study. 
Structure,  functions,  and  hygiene  of  human  body,  with  dissections, 
physiological  and  nutritional  experiments,  and  preparation  of  rep- 
resentative microscopic  slides.

Physical  Geography  and  Methods.  Application  of  previous  work 
in^Science  and  Mathematics.  Astronomical  relations  of  the  earth; 
the  atmosphere,  moisture,  temperature,  winds,  storms,  weather,  and 
climate;  general  features  of  the  ocean,  waves,  tides,  currents,  and 
their  influence  on  man;  the  land,  with  particular  reference  to  geo- 
logical forces  still  acting  to  modify  the  earth's  surface;  life  on  the 
earth,  the  geological  conditions  of  its  existence,  distribution  and 
development.

There  are  many  things  which  combine  to  render  the  State  Normal 
School  at  Chico  a  desirable  place  to  seek  a  higher  education.  The 
location  of  the  school  is  healthful  and  beautiful.  The  building  is  an 
elegant  structure,  well  equipped  as  to  libraries,  laboratories,  and 
apparatus.  The  institution  is  under  the  direction  of  a  large  and  able 
faculty,  composed  of  men  and  women  either  of  university  or  other 
special  training  ;  the  course  of  study  is  full  and  thorough.  Tuition  is 
free.  There  are  no  library  fees.  The  only  fees  required  are  those  for 
laboratory  supplies,  amounting  in  the  course  of  four  years  to  not  more 
than  five  dollars. 

The  Churches  and  Young  People's  Religious  Societies  of 
Chico  give  a  hearty  welcome  to  all  students  who  wish  to  avail  themselves 
of  their  privileges  and  benefits.  There  is  abundant  opportunity  for 
students  to  engage  in  independent  and  original  work.  Such  student 
enterprises  as  the  "Norma),  Record,"  a  monthly  journal,  the  Young 
Men's  and  Young  Women's  Normal  Debating  Societies,  the 
Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  the  Young  People's 
Christian  Temperance  Union,  and  the  athletic  Association 
are  examples.  Football,  baseball,  basket-ball,  and  tennis  are  among  the 
outdoor  sports  for  which  the  campus  is  equipped. 

Among  the  features  of  the  school  worthy  of  special  mention,  as  offering 
special  advantages,  are  the  Museum  and  the  Library.  The  former  is 
a  large,  well-lighted  hall,  which  serves  not  only  as  a  museum  for  very 
valuable  historic  and  scientific  collections,  but  also  as  a  recitation-room, 
laboratory,  and  workshop.  The  Library  is  large  and  carefully  selected, 
is  thoroughly  organized  and  well  arranged,  and  placed  in  a  large, 
pleasant,  and  well-lighted  room.     Its  rules  are  as  follows  : 

I.  The  Library  is  open  from  8:00  a.  m.  until  5:00  p.  m.,  including  the 
noon  hour,  so  as  to  afford  students  ample  opportunity  for  reference 
reading. 

II.  No  communication  is  permitted  in  the  reading-room  during  study 
hours,  except  on  matters  of  urgent  and  immediate  business. 

III.  Any  student  in  the  school  is  permitted  to  draw  books,  subject  to 
the  following  regulations  : 
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i.   Books  cannot  be  taken  away  without  permission. 

2.  In  drawing  books,  each  person  writes  his  or  her  name,  the  date,  and 
the  number  of  the  book,  on  a  green  slip  of  paper.  In  returning  books, 
the  same  data  are  written  on  red  slips  of  paper. 

3.  Each  student  may  draw  more  than  one  book  at  a  time,  provided 
each  book  relates  to  a  different  subject. 

4.  Current  periodicals  and  special  reference  books  go  out  over  night 
only,  and  must  be  returned  to  the  Library  by  eight  o'clock  the  following 
morning.  Other  books  go  out  for  one  week.  Books  of  fiction  go  out 
for  two  weeks.     Books  not  in  demand  may  be  renewed  for  one' week. 

5.  The  student  who  draws  the  book  is  held  responsible  for  its  safe  and 
prompt  return. 

Board  and  Lodging,  in  approved  private  families,  will  average  about 
sixteen  dollars  per  month.  Suites  of  well-furnished  rooms  in  approved 
private  families  may  be  rented  at  very  low  rates,  so  that  pupils  by  clubbing 
together  and  keeping  house  may  keep  their  expenses  as  low  as  eight 
dollars  per  month. 


The  demand  for  trained  teachers  is  growing  constantly.  While 
a  large  percentage  of  those  who  obtain  certificates  upon  examination 
remain  unemployed,  the  graduates  of  the  Normal  Schools  seldom  fail  to 
secure  good  positions,  and  their  work  is  coming  to  be  recognized  more 
and  more  as  greatly  superior  to  that  of  the  untrained  teachers  with  the 
same  native  ability.  Graduates  of  the  State  Normal  School  at  Chico  are 
now  employed  in  over  forty  counties  of  California  and  in  a  large  number 
of  its  larger  cities. 

Under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  the  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State  of  California,  all  County  and  City  Superintendents, 
and  County  and  City  Boards  of  Education,  must  recognize  the  diplomas 
of  the  State  Normal  Schools,  and  issue  certificates  thereon,  which  shall 
entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  teach  in  any  primary  or  grammar  school 

The  institution  is  open  to  all  who  can  meet  the  requirements  stated 
on  page  9,  and  who  come  prepared  to  enter  at  once  an  atmosphere  o 
work  with  the  spirit  of  earnest  and  aggressive  application.  Only  such 
will  find  the  institution  suited  to  their  needs.

For  adrnission  to  the  Normal  School  the  applicant  must  possess  the 
following  qualifications  : 

1.  The  applicant  must  be  sixteen  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character, 
and  of  good  physical  health. 

2.  To  be  admitted  without  examination  the  applicant  must  hold  either 
(a)  a  valid  teacher's  certificate  of  any  grade  from  any  county  or  city  of 
California  ;  (&)  a  diploma  of  graduation  from  a  California  high  school ; 
or  (c)  a  diploma  from  the  ninth  grade  of  the  public  schools  of  California. 

3.  Applicants  who  are  not  holders  of  any  of  the  documents  enumerated 
under  paragraph  2,  but  who  meet  the  requirements  of  paragraph  1, 
may  be  admitted  upon  passing  a  creditable  examination  in  the  following 
subjects  :  Arithmetic,  English,  Geography,  United  States  History,  Read- 
ing, Spelling,  and  Penmanship. 

4.  Applicants  who  are  holders  of  either  High  School  certificates  or 
first  grade  teachers'  certificates  granted  in  other  States  than  California 
may  be  admitted  without  examination  at  the  discretion  of  the  faculty. 

5.  Holders  of  grammar  grade  teachers'  certificates,  who  have  had 
several  years'  experience  in  teaching,  may  be  admitted  to  a  shorter 
course,  at  the  discretion  of  the  faculty. 

6.  Graduates  from  secondary  schools  that  have  been  accredited  by 
the  University  of  California  will  be  admitted  to  the  two-year  course, 
and  given  credit  for  the  branches  in  which  they  are  recommended  by 
their  Principals,  provided  such  branches  have  been  accredited  by  the' 
University. 

7.  Applications  for  advanced  standing  will  be  granted  only  at  the 
discretion  of  the  faculty  upon  approved  credentials  or  examination. 

8.  All  applicants  for  admission  must  sign  the  following  declaration  : 
"I  hereby  declare  that  my  purpose  in  seeking  admission  to  the  State 
Normal  School  at  Chico  is  to  fit  myself  for  teaching,  and  that  I  intend 
to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  California." 

9.  Only  those  who  have  been  resident  students  at  least  one  year  will 
be  graduated,  no  matter  what  their  previous  preparation  may  have  been.

GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


There  are  many  things  which  combine  to  render  the  State  Normal 
School  at  Chico  a  desirable  place  to  seek  a  higher  education.  The 
location  of  the  school  is  healthful  and  beautiful.  The  Normal  Building 
is  situated  a  few  rods  from  a  mountain  stream,  near  the  center  of  a 
campus  of  eight  acres.  The  campus  is  ornamented  with  a  magnificent 
growth  of  trees  and  flowers,  equaled  by  only  a  few  of  the  vast  properties 
owned  by  the  State. 

The  building  is  a  fine  modern  structure  of  twenty-eight  rooms,  finished 
in  white  cedar,  and  equipped  with  chemical,  physical,  and  biological 
laboratories,  libraries,  apparatus  and  materials  for  thorough  and  efficient 
work  in  all  departments. 

Among  the  features  of  the  school  worthy  of  special  mention,  as  offering 
special  advantages,  are  the  Museum  and  the  Library.  The  former  is  a 
large,  well-lighted  hall,  which  serves  not  only  as  a  museum  for  very 
valuable  historic  and  scientific  collections,  but  also  as  a  recitation-room, 
laboratory,  and  workshop.  The  library  is  large  and  carefully  selected, 
is  thoroughly  organized  and  well  arranged,  and  placed  in  a  large, 
pleasant,  and  well-lighted  room. 

The  churches  and  young  people's  religious  societies  of  Chico  give  a 
hearty  welcome  to  all  students  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  their 
privileges  and  benefits. 

Board  and  Lodging,  in  approved  private  families,  will  average  about 
sixteen  dollars  per  month.  Suites  of  furnished  rooms,  in  approved 
private  families,  may  be  rented  by  students  who  wish  to  keep  house. 
By  clubbing  together,  such  students  may  reduce  expenses  to  ten  or 
twelve  dollars  per  month.  Students  who  board  themselves  will  be 
under  especial  supervision,  and  any  evident  neglect  on  their  part  to 
provide  properly  for  their  wants  will  be  reported  to  parents  or 
guardians. 

Tuition  is  free.  The  free  use  of  all  text-books  in  the  library  is  granted 
to  all  pupils.  A  small  charge  is  made  for  materials,  such  as  paper, 
chemicals,  etc.,  in  drawing,  sloyd,  and  laboratory  work;  but  in  the 
aggregate  it  should  not  exceed  five  dollars  for  the  entire  four  years' 
course. 


8  State  Normal  School  at  Chico. 

The  "  Normal  Record  "  is  a  monthly  journal  managed  by  the  students. 
Its  contents  are  largely  contributed  by  the  students,  and  its  business 
management  rests  in  their  hands,  so  that  it  offers  excellent  opportunities 
for  training  in  journalism  and  the  conduct  of  business.  In  addition  to 
this,  it  aims  to  serve  its  readers  with  reading  matter  of  value,  and  to  be 
a  medium  of  thought-exchange  between  students,  alumni,  and  faculty. 

Besides  the  general  organization  of  the  "Associated  Students"  there 
are  a  Young  Men's  and  a  Young  Women's  Normal  Debating  Society, 
which  are  doing  very  active  and  efficient  work  in  the  practical  training 
of  their  members  for  public  speaking. 

The  school  offers  excellent  opportunities  for  such  Athletic  Sports  as 
football,  baseball,  basketball,  and  tennis.  Athletic  interests  are 
especially  furthered  by  a  Young  Women's  and  a  Young  Men's  Athletic 
Association. 

Finally  some  of  the  students  maintain  a  religious  organization — the 
Young  Women's  Christian  Association.  The  character  of  the  school  is 
in  part  sustained  by  the  spirit  of  this  association. 

The  demand  for  trained  teachers  is  growing  constantly.  While  a 
large  percentage  of  those  who  obtain  certificates  upon  examination 
remain  unemployed,  the  graduates  of  the  Normal  Schools  seldom  fail  to 
secure  good  positions  and  their  work  is  coming  to  be  recognized  more 
and  more  as  greatly  superior  to  that  of  the  untrained  teachers  with  the 
same  native  ability.  Graduates  of  the  State  Normal  School  of  Chico 
are  now  employed  in  over  forty  counties  of  California  and  in  a  large 
number  of  its  larger  cities. 

Under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  the  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State  of  California,  all  County  and  City  Superintendents, 
and  County  and  City  Boards  of  Kducation.  must  recognize  the  diplomas 
of  the  State  Normal  Schools,  and  issue  certificates  thereon,  which  shall 
entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  teach  in  any  primary  or  grammar  school. 

The  institution  is  open  to  all  who  can  meet  the  requirements  stated 
on  page  10,  and  who  come  prepared  to  enter  at  once  an  atmosphere  of 
work  with  the  spirit  of  earnest  and  aggressive  application.  Only  such 
will  find  the  institution  suited  to  their  needs. 
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CONDITIONS  OF  ADMISSION  AND  GRADUATION. 


For  admission  to  the  Normal  School  the  applicant  must  possess  the 
following  qualifications: 

i.  The  applicant  must  be  sixteen  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, and  of  good  physical  health. 

2.  To  be  admitted  without  examination  the  applicant  must  hold  either 
(a)  a  valid  teacher's  certificate  of  any  grade  from  any  county  or  city  of 
California;  (b)  a  diploma  of  graduation  from  a  California  high  school; 
or  (c)  a  diploma  from  the  ninth  grade  of  the  public  schools  of  California. 

3.  Applicants  who  are  not  holders  of  any  of  the  documents  enumerated 
under  paragraph  2,  but  who  meet  the  requirements  of  paragraph  1,  may 
be  admitted  upon  passing  a  creditable  examination  in  the  following 
subjects :  Arithmetic,  English,  Geography,  United  States  History, 
Reading,  Spelling,  and  Penmanship. 

4.  Applicants  who  are  holders  of  either  High  School  certificates  or 
first  grade  teachers'  certificates  granted  in  other  States  than  California 
may  be  admitted  without  examination  at  the  discretion  of  the  faculty. 

5.  Holders  of  grammar  grade  teachers'  certificates,  who  have  had 
several  years'  experience  in  teaching,  may  be  admitted  to  a  shorter 
course,  at  the  discretion  of  the  faculty. 

6.  Graduates  from  secondary  schools  that  have  been  accredited  by  the 
University  of  California  will  be  admitted  to  the  two-year  course,  and 
given  credit  for  the  branches  in  which  they  are  recommended  by  their 
Principals,  provided  such  branches  have  been  accredited  by  the 
University. 

7.  Applications  for  advanced  standing  will  be  granted  only  at  the 
discretion  of  the  faculty  upon  approved  credentials  or  examination. 

8.  All  applicants  for  admission  must  sign  the  following  declaration  : 

I  hereby  declare  that  my  purpose  in  seeking  admission  to  the  State  Normal  School 
at  Chico  is  to  fit  myself  for  teaching,  and  that  I  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools 
of  California  or  of  the  State  or  Territory  in  which  I  reside. 

9.  Only  those  who  have  been  resident  students  at  least  one  year  will  1 
be   graduated,  no  matter   what   their   previous   preparation  may  have 
been.

The  special  conditions  for  admission  to  the  Kindergarten  Course  are  : 
(a)  Graduation  from  an  accredited  High  School,  or  its  equivalent ; 
(h)  Completion  of  the  first  two  years  of  the  regular  Four- Year  Course  of 
the  Normal  School ;  (c)  The  passing  of  an  examination,  which  shall  test 
the  applicant  in  the  equivalents  of  either  of  the  foregoing  ;  ((/)  Ability 
to  play  the  piano  and  to  sing  sufficiently  for  the  purposes  of  a  good 
kindergartner,  at  least  before  graduation. 

A  special  course  of  one  year,  adapted  in  each  case  to  the  needs  of  the 
individual,  will  be  offered  graduates  of  the  Four-  and  Two-Year  Courses. 
In  any  case  the  preparation  of  the  applicant  will  shape  his  course  in 
part,  so  that  the  work  outlined  above  may  be  subject  to  changes,  espe- 
cially in  English,  Science,  and  Art. 
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TRAINING  SCHOOL. 


The  Training  School  is  open  to  the  children  of  Chico  and  vicinity,  or 
to  any  who  wish  to  make  special  preparation  for  the  Normal  Course,  at 
the  following  rates  of  tuition  :

No  reduction  is  made  on  account  of  absence ;  tuition  is  payable 
quarterly  in  advance.

POST  GRADUATE  WORK. 


The  library,  apparatus,  and  faculty  of  the  school  will  be  at  the  service 
of  those  graduates  of  the  school,  cr  of  others  who  are  teachers  in  the 
State,  who  wish  to  do  special  graduate  work,  in  so  far  as  such  work  does 
not  conflict  with  the  regular  conduct  of  the  school.  It  very  often 
happens  that  many  who  teach  for  a  part  of  the  year  find  themselves  free 
for  further  study  and  could  do  work  in  the  laboratories  or  reading  in  the 
library  while  the  school  is  still  in  session.  This  special  work,  either  in 
the   laboratories   or   in    the   library,   can    be   planned  and    directed  by 
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members  of  the  faculty  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  those 
who  wish  to  undertake  it.  Such  work  will  be  arranged,  when  desired, 
for  the  purpose  of  further  and  better  preparation  for  entrance  to  a 
university.  Graduates  are  invited  to  correspond  with  members  of  the 
faculty  whenever  they  find  themselves  in  need  of  such  information  or 
assistance  as  the  faculty  can  give. 


ELECTIVES. 


Arrangements  are  now  made  whereby  students  who  give  evidence  of 
fitness,  and  who  possess  the  necessary  prerequisites  of  training,  may 
substitute  electives  for  Sixth  Term  English,  Third  Term  Algebra,  Fifth 
Term  Geometry,  Botany,  Zoology,  Physics,  Chemistry,  General  Biology, 
Fourth  and  Fifth  Terms  Art,  Third  Term  Music,  Second  and  Eighth 
Terms  History,  and  Philosophy  of  Education.  But  not  more  than  one 
subject  may  be  cut  in  any  one  of  the  eight  departments  of  work  ;  all 
substitute  electives  must  be  undertaken  as  matters  of  genuine  special- 
ization, not  as  matters  of  convenience  in  arrangement  of  program  ;  and 
the  head  of  each  department  is  the  final  judge  of  fitness  and  prerequisites 
for  election.  Electives  are  suggested  below  in  some  departments.  In 
others  they  will  be  arranged  upon  consultation  with  the  individual  i 
student. 
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BRIEF  DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  COURSES. 


I.     PROFESSIONAL  WORK. 

Fourth  Term  :  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

History  of  Education.  A  survey  of  the  leading  movements  and 
thinkers  in  education,  for  the  purpose  of  tracing  the  development  of 
educational  systems,  principles,  and  problems,  especially  those  that 
have  helped  to  shape  modern  educational  thought  and  practice. 

Sixth  Term  :  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Psychology.     Descriptive  and  physiological  psychology. 

Seventh  Tertn  :  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Child  Study  and  Genetic  Psychology.  Recitations,  and  Seminary  on 
material  gathered  from  special  observation  and  from  supplementary 
reading. 

Seventh  Term:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Pedagogy.  A  development,  by  discussion,  observation,  and  library 
work,  of  the  principles  which  should  underlie  good  teaching  and  good 
school-keeping,  as  to  {a)  the  conduct  of  the  recitation,  (o)  the  training 
of  children,  and  (c)  the  art  of  school  environment. 

Eighth  Term:  10  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Philosophy  of  Education.  Lectures  on  the  function  of  education  from 
the  historical  and  biological  points  of  view.  Seminary  on  special 
problems  in  education.  Study  of  types  of  ethical  theory  in  their  rela- 
tion to  educational  systems. 

Eighth  Term:  20  weeks,  daily,  three  periods. 

Teaching.  In  addition  to  observation  in  the  Training  School  earlier 
in  the  course,  students  must  teach  in  the  Training  School  half  a  day 
throughout  this  term,  engaging,  so  far  as  possible,  in  all  of  the  activities 
contingent  upon  good  school-keeping.  A  Training  School  seminary 
will  be  held  once  a  week  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  both  the  practical 
problems  which  concern  the  work  of  the  Training  School  and  special 
practice  lessons.  This  work  may  be  begun  also  in  the  seventh  term. 
2 — CNS 
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KINDERGARTEN. 

(Subjects  not  described  in  other  courses.) 

First  Term:  20  weeks,  twice  a  week. 

Observation  of  children  in  the  kindergarten  and  contact  with  children 
in  plays  and  occupations.

Grammar  and  Composition.  A  study  of  Whitney's  "Essentials  of 
English  Grammar"  for  ten  weeks,  and  of  good  specimens  of  English 
prose  style,  such  as  Irving's  "Sketch-Book,"  etc.,  for  ten  weeks.  Fre- 
quent exercise  in  oral  and  written  expression. 

First  Term:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Reading.  Drill  in  Phonics,  oral  and  representative.  Principles  and 
drill  in  right  use  of  voice  in  reading  and  speaking. 

Second  Term:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Rhetoric  and  Composition.  Text-book:  Lockwood  and  Emerson's 
"  Composition  and  Rhetoric."     Ten  weeks. 

Classic  Myths.    Text-book:  Gayley's  "  Classical  Myths."    Ten  weeks. 

Third  Term  :  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

American  Literature.  The  study  of  selected  works  of  Franklin, 
Irving,  Cooper,  Bryant,  Halleck,  Drake,  Emerson,  Hawthorne,  Long- 
fellow, Whittier,  Poe,  Holmes,  Thoreau,  Lowell,  Parkman,  etc.  Text- 
books :  Brander  Matthews's  "Introduction  to  American  Literature," 
Scudder's  "American  Prose." 
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Fourth  Term:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

The  History  of  English  Literature.  Text-book:  Pancoast's  "Intro- 
duction to  English  Literature."  Selected  works  representative  of  the 
great  movements  and  periods  of  English  literature. 

Fifth  Term :  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Study  of  Webster's  "Reply  to  Hayne,"  Macaulay's  "Warren  Hast- 
ings," and  Burke's  "Speech  on  Conciliation."     Ten  weeks. 

Special  study  of  Shakespeare,  his  age,  the  dramatic  form  exemplified 
in  the  three  dramas  chosen,  analysis  of  characters,  and  plots,  and  a 
study  of  the  ethics  of  the  plays.     Ten  weeks. 

Sixth  Term  :  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

English  Poetry.  Careful  textual,  critical,  and  interpretative  study  of 
selected  poems  of  Coleridge,  Wordsworth,  Keats,  Shelley,  Tennyson, 
and  Browning. 

Study  of  the  Novel.     Special  work  with  George  Eliot's  "  Silas  Marner." 

Seventh  Term  :  10  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Methods  in  English,  including  Literature,  Grammar,  Composition, 
and  Reading  in  all  grades. 


III.     MATHEMATICS. 

Students  taking  the  regular  four  years'  course  in  Mathematics  and 
entering  upon  examination  are  examined  only  in  Arithmetic,  but 
students  should  have  some  preparation  for  the  work  given  in  Algebra 
and  Geometry. 

As  prerequisite  for  Second  Term  Algebra,  students  are  expected  to  be 
able  to  solve  simple  problems,  work  examples  involving  numerical  sub- 
stitutions, and  such  other  simple  work  as  is  usually  done  in  the  ninth 
year  of  the  grammar  school.  The  more  practical  and  the  less  theoretical 
the  preparatory  work  the  better. 

As  prerequisite  for  Fourth  Term  Geometry,  students  are  expected  to 
have  studied  Concrete  Geometry.  If  the  county  course  prevents  the 
study  of  Concrete  Geometry  as  a  regular  subject,  such  students  affected 
thereby  should  learn  simple  geometrical  truths  with  their  Arithmetic, 
together  with  simple  geometrical  constructions,  and  do  strong  work  in 
practical  mensuration. 
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First  Term  :  20  weeks,  3  hours  per  week. 

Arithmetic.  Accurate  computation,  solution,  and  explanation  of 
problems.  Stress  is  laid  on  the  practical  value  of  Arithmetic.  No 
particular  text  is  used. 

First  Term  :  20  weeks,  1  hour  per  week. 

Book-keeping,  coordinated  with  Arithmetic.  Proper  business  forms  ; 
keeping  of  a  simple  set  of  books. 

Second  Ter?n  :  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Algebra.  Special  emphasis  is  laid  on  factoring  and  the  solution  of 
problems.  While  the  work  at  first  is  arithmeticized,  the  foundations  for 
logical  work  are  laid. 

Third  Term :  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Algebra.  A  continuation  of  Algebra  2.  More  stress  is  laid  on  the 
logical  phase  of  the  subject.  Determinants  are  used  in  connection  with 
the  solution  of  simultaneous  equations,  and  the  graph  is  freely  made  use 
of  early  in  the  work.  The  course  also  includes,  besides  other  matter, 
work  on  the  binomial  theorem,  the  theory  of  indices,  and  complex 
quantities.     Text  :  Beman  and  Smith. 

Fourth  Term:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Plane  Geometry.  The  ordinary  demonstrative  work  is  supplemented 
by  field  work  and  mapping.  While  logical  accuracy  is  insisted  on,  the 
aim  is  to  make  the  work  experimental  in  character.  Locus  work  and 
methods  of  attack  enter  largely  into  the  work. 

Fifth  Ter7n :  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Solid  and  Spherical  Geometry.  Plane  Geometry  is  continued  about 
five  weeks,  when  work  in  Solid  Geometry  is  undertaken.  Models  made 
by  students  aid  in  the  work.  No  text-book  is  followed  in  either  Plane 
or  Solid  Geometry,  the  students  working  from  outline.  As  a  reference, 
besides  library  books,  students  make  use  of  an  assigned  text  as  they 
wish.     Text  :  Beman  and  Smith's  Geometry. 

Sixth  Term  :  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Arithmetic  and  Methods.  The  first  five  weeks  are  devoted  to  the 
correlation  of  Algebra,  Geometry,  and  Arithmetic.  Trigonometric  work 
arising  out  of  field  work  is  touched  upon.  The  next  ten  weeks  are 
devoted   to    methods  in    Arithmetic.     The    last   five   weeks  consist  of 
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advanced  Arithmetic  not  covered  in  the  first  term,  the  class  criticizing 
the  work  in  the  light  of  methods  previously  developed.  Each  member 
of  the  class  is  requested  to  possess  a  public  school  Arithmetic.  Beman 
and  Smith  is  the  regular  text. 

Elective  :  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week.     Fall  Term. 

The  Elements  of  Trigonometry  and  Surveying.  The  work  consists  of 
field  work,  mapping,  and  class  work. 

Elective :  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week.     Spring  Term. 

Advanced  Algebra.  Surds  and  complex  quantities,  ration  and 
proportion,  the  progressions,  and  other  simple  series,  determinants, 
elements  of  the  theory  of  equations.  The  contents  of  this  course  are 
subject  to  change. 

IV.     PHYSICAL  SCIENCE. 

Fourth  Term:  20  weeks,  8  hours  per  week. 

Physics.  The  whole  time  is  devoted  to  laboratory  work.  The  class 
meets  only  for  discussion  of  results  and  for  review  work.  The  course 
covers  the  whole  field  of  elementary  physics  with  special  emphasis  on 
mechanics. 

Fifth  Terjn:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Physics.  A  course  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  intended  to  review 
the  previous  work  in  physics,  and  also  to  take  up  the  most  important 
principles  of  physics  not  presented  during  the  fourth  term.  Some 
laboratory  work  will  be  done  in  connection  with  the  course.  Pre- 
requisites: Fourth  Term  Physics,  Algebra,  and  Plane  Geometry. 

Elective:  20  weeks,  8  hours  per  week. 

Elementary  Electrical  Measurements.  A  laboratory  course  in  which 
the  work  will  be  outlined  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  individual  student. 
Thompson's  "Magnetism  and  Electricity  "  will  be  used  as  a  basis  for  the 
work.     Prerequisites:  Fifth  Term  Physics  and  Solid  Geometry. 

Sixth  Term:  20  weeks,  8  hours  per  week,  including  laboratory  study. 

Elementary  Inorganic  Chemistry.  One  hour  is  spent  in  text-book 
work  and  the  rest  in  laboratory  work.  During  the  last  two  weeks 
some  of  the  simpler  chemical  phenomena  of  everyday  life  and  a  few 
industrial  processes  are  considered.  Text:  Richardson's  "Laboratory 
Manual  of  Chemistry,"  supplemented  by  library  references. 
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Elective:  20  weeks,  8  hours  per  week. 

Qualitative  Analysis.  A  laboratory  course  based  on  Seller's  "  Quali- 
tative Chemical  Analysis."     Prerequisite:  Sixth  Term  Chemistry. 

Elective:  20  weeks,  8  hours  per  week. 

Organic  Chemistry.  Six  hours  are  devoted  to  the  laboratory  prepara- 
tion of  typical  carbon  compounds.  Two  hours  are  devoted  to  class  work 
based  on  Remsen's  "Organic  Chemistry."  Prequisite:  Qualitative 
Analysis. 

Seventh  Term:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Physical  Geography  and  Methods.  This  course  deals  with  certain 
elementary  and  controlling  principles  in  Geography,  such  as  the  form, 
size,  motions,  and  present  conditions  of  the  earth.  In  all  the  work  strong 
emphasis  will  be  placed  upon  the  influences  of  the  forces  of  nature  on 
the  progress  of  mankind.  Field  and  laboratory  work  is  an  essential 
part  of  the  course.  The  last  four  weeks  are  occupied  in  a  study  of 
methods  of  teaching  geography  in  the  public  schools. 


V.     BIOLOGICAL  SCIENCES. 

Second  Term:  20  weeks,  8  hours  per  week,  including  laboratory  study. 

Botany.  About  two  hours  are  devoted  to  text-book  work  and  the  rest 
to  laboratory  work.  The  course  comprises  work  in  the  structure  and 
physiology  of  plants  and  in  ecology,  with  an  outline  of  classification 
and  the  preparation  and  use  of  herbaria.  Text:  Bergen's  "Botany"  is 
used  to  some  extent,  with  supplements. 

Third  Term:  20  weeks,  8  hours  per  week,  including  laboratory  study. 

Zoology.  The  study  in  the  laboratory  of  a  few  selected  types,  with 
readings  and  lectures  on  the  morphology,  physiology,  and  adaptations  of 
animals. 

Fifth  Term:  20  weeks,  8  hours  per  week,  including  laboratory  study. 

Human  Physiology.  This  is  made  so  far  as  practicable  a  laboratory 
course,  supplemented  by  readings  and  lectures.     Library  references. 

Seventh  Term:  20  weeks,  8  hours  per  week,  including  laboratory  study. 

General  Biology.     Laboratory  work,  library  references,  and  lectures. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  broader  view  of  life  processes  than  is 

possible  with  the  elementary  courses  in  botany  and  zoology.     It  includes 
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a  study  of  protoplasm  and  its  fundamental  activities,  the  structure  and 
organization  of  cell-complexes,  and  the  interpretation  in  terms  of  cell- 
activities  of  the  processes  of  plant  and  animal  bodies,  with  a  study  of 
evolution.  Especial  attention  is  given  to  the  development  of  the  nervous 
system. 

Elective:  20  weeks,  8  hours  per  week. 

Plant  Physiology.  A  laboratory  course,  with  one  lecture  a  week. 
Prerequisites:  Elementary  Botany,  Physics,  and  Chemistry. 

Elective:  20  weeks,  8  hours  per  week. 

Special  Senses.  A  course  in  the  morphology  and  physiology  of  the 
organs  of  special  sense,  with  special  reference  to  educational  applications. 
Most  of  the  time  will  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  vision.  About  eight 
weeks  will  be  given  to  the  study  of  the  general  theory  of  light,  the 
theory  of  lenses  and  of  color;  the  remaining  time  to  the  physiological 
part  of  the  course.  Prerequisites:  Human  Physiology,  Physics  4  and  I 
and  Chemistry. 


VI.     HISTORY  AND  POLITICAL  SCIENCE. 

First  Term:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Ancient  History.  Reference  to  Oriental  history  only  in  so  far  as 
necessary  to  make  clear  Greek  and  Roman  history,  which  is  the  main 
work,  of  the  course.  Stress  upon  Greek  and  Roman  life  and  develop- 
ment. Texts:  Botsford's  "History  of  Greece";  Allen's  "History  of 
Rome."     Library  references. 

Second  Term:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Mediaeval  and  Modern  History.  Chiefly  the  origin,  development, 
and  decay  of  institutions;  the  formation  of  nations,  and  the  expansion 
of  Europe  intellectually  and  geographically.  The  general  trend  of 
events  will  be  touched  sufficiently  to  give  the  student  a  good  general 
outline  of  the  world's  progress.     Chiefly  through  library  references. 

Third  Term:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

English  History.  The  period  before  the  Norman  Conquest  will  be 
treated  briefly,  the  chief  study  being  devoted  to  mediaeval  and  modern 
England.  Designed  to  set  forth  the  growth  of  the  English  nation  and 
people  and  the  development  of  the  idea  of  self-government  and  to  pre- 
pare for  a  more  thorough  understanding  of  American  development  and 
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institutions.  Followed  by  work  in  the  History  of  Education  (see  above j. 
Text:  Coman  and  Kendall's  "  History  of  England."  Lectures  on  present 
English  constitution. 

Sixth  Term:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Civics  and  School  Law.  Work  of  the  sixth  and  seventh  terms  is 
intended  in  part  as  a  preparation  for  a  strong  course  in  American 
history  in  the  eighth  term.  The  course  covers  the  growth  of  local 
institutions,  the  township  and  county  of  New  England,  the  parish  and 
county  of  the  South,  and  the  government  of  cities,  of  states,  including 
the  constitution  and  school  law  of  California,  and  of  the  United  States. 
Text:  Fisk's  "  Civil  Government,"  Bryce's  "American  Commonwealth," 
and  library  references. 

Seventh  Term:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Economics,  American  Colonial  History,  and  Methods.  During  the 
first  ten  weeks  two  periods  per  week  are  given  to  such  elementary  princi- 
ples of  economics  as  are  met  in  practical,  everyday  life.  A  continua- 
tion of  the  work  begun  in  civics  and  in  preparation  for  United  States 
history.  Two  hours  per  week  are  devoted  to  methods  in  teaching 
history.  During  the  last  ten  weeks  American  history  is  begun,  covering 
the  colonial  and  revolutionary  periods.  Library  references  and  informal 
lectures. 

Eighth  Term:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

United  States  History.  Continuation  of  the  work  begun  in  previous 
term,  covering  the  national  period  down  to  the  present  time.  It  is 
designed  to  give  such  knowledge  of  the  political,  social,  and  industrial 
growth  of  the  United  States  as  will  best  fit  the  student  to  understand 
and  to  teach  United  States  history  practically  and  intelligently.  Library 
references. 

VII.     ART. 

First  Term :  20  weeks,  2  hours  per  week. 

Paper- folding,  paper-cutting,  cardboard  work,  mechanical  drawing 
bent  iron. 

Second  Term  :  20  weeks,  2  hours  per  week. 

Designing.  Principles  of  design,  study  of  motives  as  flowers,  fruits, 
insects,  shells,  etc.,  practical  work  as  original  designs  for  cretonne,  wall- 
paper, vases,  etc.,  study  of  work  of  modern  designers. 
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Third  Term  :  20  weeks,  2  hours  per  week. 

Principles  of  perspective  applied  in  object  and  animal  drawing,  light 
and  shade,  composition,  space  relations,  study  of  famous  landscapes 
application  of  composition  principles  applied  to  simple  outdoor  sketches. 

Fourth  Term:  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Composition  continued,  lettering,  poems  illustrated,  original  covers, 
pose  sketching. 

Fifth  Term:  20  weeks,  2  hours  per  week. 

Methods  in  connection  with  the  primary  school  art  work,  including 
whittling  and  basket-weaving. 

Throughout  the  course  different  mediums  are  used,  such  as  lead  pencil, 
charcoal,  colored  crayons,  water  colors,  clay  modeling,  paper  cutting, 
brush  drawing,  pen  and  ink,  knife  work,  blackboard,  pyrography. 

VIII.     MUSIC. 

First  Term :  20  weeks,  2  hours  per  week. 

Rhythm  :  Through  physical  exercise  and  study  of  typical  rhythms. 
Singing  :  Songs  for  imitation,  melody  and  general  musical  expressive- 
ness. Voice  :  Breathing  exercises,  vocal  practice,  sustained  tones,  scale 
and  arpeggio.  Theory  :  Major  scales,  tonic,  dominant  and  sub-domi- 
nant chords.     Notation.     Individual  tests. 

Second  Term:  20  weeks,  2  hours  per  week. 

Continuation  of  work  of  first  term  ;  minor  scale  developed  ;  duets, 
rounds,  and  song-singing.  Melody  writing  from  ear  only.  Individual 
tests. 

Third  Term  :  20  weeks,  2  hours  per  week. 

Voice  Culture  :  Songs,  duets,  trios,  and  four-part  choruses.  Intervals. 
Transposition. 

Fifth  Term  :  20  weeks,  2  hours  per.  week. 

Review  of  preceding  terms.  Study  of  triads  upon  every  tone.  Study 
of  musical  form.  Temporary  change  of  key.  Discussion  of  modern 
music  methods  for  schools.  Selection  of  school  songs.  Each  student 
to  teach  a  class. 

Special  Elective  Course :  20  weeks,  4  hours  per  week. 

Prerequisites  :  A  fair  ability  to  sing  and  play,  and  a  talent  for  leader- 
ship. Requirements  :  Successful  teaching  of  primary,  grammar,  and 
full  chorus  classes ;  to  compose  exercises,  and  tunes  to  suit  simple 
school  poems.
